V. That upon fuch Union, it would be neceffary to 
eftablith a Commiffion, in fome manner or other, for 
furnithing the Troops with Ammunition Bread during 
the Winter. VI. How the Artillery of the Crown 
which is entirely ruth’d, might be put upon a good 
Foot ; and by what means the Garrifon of Cami- 
nieck might be furnih’d with Subfiftance. VII. That 
it was very neceflary to ratific the laft Treaty with 
the Czar of Mufcovy, and pur it in Execution. 
VIII. And that Audience ought to Bt given to the 
Embaffy of the Cham of Tartary, The 27th the 
Marfhal of the Royal Confederacy reprefented , 
that the principal Bufinefs was firft to ratify the 
Treaty with the Czar, and that in order thereto it 
was neceflary the Palatin of Culm, who as Ambaffa- 
dor from the King and the Republick had negocia- 
ted it, fhould report that Negociation to the Coun- 
cil. That Palatin anfwer'd, that he could not make 
that Report in Form, any where than in a general 
Diet the Republick ; however he produc’d the 
Articles of that Treaty, and they were read ; which 
done thaf\Palatin took occafion to fay, that the Czar 
had given great Proofs of his Affection and Zeal, not 
only in furnifhing timely the 12000 Men ftipulated 
by that Treaty, bur by coming in Perfon into the 
Kingdom with a numerous Army, to protect the
